AVe,  the  persons  whose  signatures  are  hereuuto  affix- 
ed, do  associate  ourselves  together  for  the  purpose  of 
intellectual  and  social  culture,  find  do  hereby  adopt  the 
following  Articles  of  Association. 

ARTICLK  I— NAME 

The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  "THEFORT- 
NICHTLY  CLUB.' 

ARTICLE  II— Members. 

Section  i.  Candidates  for  membership  shall  present 
an  application  in  writing,  endorsed  by  at  least  three 
members.  When  (he  names  of  hu.sband  and  wife  are 
proposed  for  membership,  the  vote  shall  be  cast  as  for 
one,  but  hu.sband  and  wife  ,'5hall  count  as  two  members. 
Applications  nmst  be  read  at  a  regular  meeting,  and 
voted  upon  at  a  regular  meeting  not  earlier  than  two 
weeks  thereafter. 

Sec.  2.  The  vote  sliall  be  by  wi'itten  ballot  and  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  shall  be  nec- 
essary to  elect.  Each  member  shall  vole  for  no  more 
than  one  candidate  at  a  time,  husband  and  wife  count- 
ing as  one  candidate. 

Site  3.  When  the  list  of  candidates  for  membership 
consists  of  more  than  one  name,  the  candidates  .shall  be 
voted  upon  singly  in  alphabetical  order.  One  ballot 
only  sl-.all  be  taken  upon  each  name. 

Sk-C.  4.  The  voting  shall  proceed  until  the  list  of  can- 
didates is  exhausted,  or  until  it  is  discontinued  by  a 
m  otion  to  that  eflect  sustained  tiy  a  majority  vote 
Cand  idal  es  voted  upon  at  any  meeting  but  not  elected 
shall  not  be  voted  upon  again  without  a  previous  notice 
as  required  by  Section  i  of  this  Article. 

Skc.  5.  The  member.ship  of  this  Club  shall  be  limited 
to  seventy-five; 
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ARTICIvK  ni-Officcrs. 

The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Vice-President  and  Secretary,  whose  ditties  shall  be 
those  usually  developing  on  such  officers.  They  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected.  At  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  four  members  .shall  be  chosen, 
who,  together  with  the  President,  Vice-President  and 
Secretary,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  K^■ecutive  Committee  to  deter- 
mine the  place  of  the  meeting;  to  arrange  a  program  of 
exercises;  to  receive  and  present  to  the  Club  applications 
for  membersliip;  to  propose  and  submit  to  the  Club  for 
adoption  such  standing  rules  of  procedure  and  amend- 
ments thereto  as  may  from  time  to  time  seem  desirable; 
tix  the  dues  for  the  ensuing  jear,  and  to  exercise  a 
general  supervision  and  direction  of  the  business  affairs 
of  the  Club. 

ARTICI<E  IV— Meetings.

ARTICLE  V— Ouoruni 

Of  the  Club,  one-third  of  all  the  members,  and  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  a  majoritj-  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business. 

ARTICLE  VI— AmenduK-uls  and  By-Laws. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Ev-Law.s  or 
change  in  any  of  the  standing  rules  of  the  Cluli,  may  be 
proposed  at  any  regular  meeting,  voted  upon  at  the  next 
regular  meeting,  and  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote.  No 
article,  law  or  rule  shall  be  adopted,  amended  or  repeal- 
ed except  bv  a  two-thirds  vote  a',  a  regular  meeting  fol- 
lowing some  previous  regular  meeting  at  which  notice 
of  such  contemplated  action  has  been  given. 
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STANDING  RUI.es. 

1.  The  exercises  of  the  evenino;  shall  begin  promptly 
at  8:15  o'clock,  and  shall  consist  of  one  paper  not  ex- 
ceeding fortj'-five  minutes  in  length,  and  its  discussion. 
Four  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  discuss  each  paper,  and  their  names  shall  be 
piinted  in  the  program.  The  time  al'.oted  for  these 
discussions  shall  be  twenty  minutes,  equallj'  divided 
among  those  appointed  for  the  occasion,  provided,  how 
ever,  that  any  one  person  thus  appointed  may  use  time 
not  otherwise  used  or  desired  by  the  others  appointed 
on  the  discussion.  These  shall  be  followed  by  a  general 
discus.sion  of  thirty  minutes,  in  which  one  person  shall 
speak  not  more  than  twice,  nor  more  than  five  minutes 
at  a  time.

3.  Any  member  appointed  for  a  discussion,  sliall  in 
case  of  absence  notify  the  author  of  the  paper,  and  the 
author  shall  be  antliorized  to  appoint  a  substitute.
